From many sources comes the cry 
for more negro teachers. W . W. Lucas, 
a negro educator of Meridian, Miss., 
has issued a statement to city and 
state officials and employers of negro 
labor in the south in the course of 


which lie says: 
“ Provide schools for the black man’s 
children, and give him such work that 
he can keep his children in them. Give 
opportunity for young negro men and 
women to become teachers in these 
schools, and in the agricultural and 
home demonstration work now being 
done among the rural districts of the 
South, for the negro farmer needs this 
help even more than the white man in 


the same position. 
At a recent national Baptist conven­ 
tion the R ev. Joseph A. Booker of 
Little R ock, Ark., called attention to 
the great negro migration to the North 
which is now in progress. 
Said he: 
“ There are 20,000 negro school teach­ 
ers in the South, and the demand is 
for 10,000 more. 
The North, too, will 
need such teachers more and more. 
So far. the Christian schools have fur­ 
nished the great majority 
of

teachers, and many have come trom

mission 
schools.”
